oatmeal The oat contains all the constitu- 
ents necessary for the maintenance of high 
bodily vigor, and fa one of those complex 
foods that, especially with the addition of a 
little fat, fa capable of supporting life for an 
iudeflnito period, I do not contend that oat- 
meal fa more nutritious than wheat flour, but 
it is a better bone producer, and hence the 
food for children.

the meal requires no less than four hours' 
cooking at a boiling point (212 degrees Fahr- 
enheit) to make it digestible.

is made upon the authority of physioloeiota 
andcbemUtsofestablishedreputation. After 
four hours'cooking, not a minute less, corn- 
meal becomes suave and freely digestible.

Of the wealthy persons within 
his own knowledge, there are forty-five 
individual;, and twenty-five estates worth 
rom $150,<JOO,000 to $30,000,000. These 
seventy represent an aggregate wealth 
jf $2,700,000,000, or over $87,000,000 
each. 


Tho figures show that at present one- 


half of the wealth of the United States 
s owned by 40,000 persons. More than 
wo-thirds of it all is owned by one-sev- 
mticth of the population. The wealth 
if the country, evenly distributed, would 
give §1,000 per head to every man, wo- 
man and child in the Union; but ono- 
scventioth of the population have got it 
nearly all. It is probably not their fault 
more than that of false economic sys- 
tems that causes riches to roll themselves 
up like this.

The average annual iuooine of the 


mndrcd richest Englishmen is about 
^450,000; the average annual income of 
;ho hundred richest Americans is proba- 
bly $1,000,000. At the same time Mr. 
Shearman finds that the average earn- 
ings of quite four-fifths of American 
families do not reach $500 a year; and 
not a week passes that men and mothers 
and children do not starve to death in 
this rich America. 


Mr. Shearman concludes his paper:

owned by lf« than 250,000 persons, constituting 


88 than on. In sixty of Its adult main population. 
Within thirty yea™, the present methods of tax- 


ation being < ontinucd, th« Uuited States of Amor- 
ca -will be mitatantiallv uwiioJ by leas than 50,000 
persona, constituting less than one In 500 of the 
ulultuiale ]iopulation.

What Would We Do? 


J. Uussell 8ole>, <jf the United Btatea 


navy, discusses in Scrilmer the effect on 
our commerce of a European war. He 
says such a war would have no effect on 
us at nil unless it happened to be a war 
that England took part in. The sea is 
England's true lighting element, and to 
the soa any war in which she might be 
engaged would be at once transferred. 


Sixty per cent, of the commerce of the 


world is carried on by British merchant- 
men. The nation with which she was 
at war would at once attack this, and 
(ircat Britain could not muster navy 
enough to protect it 
The English mer- 


chant vessels would necessarily be sold, 
und tlio trade destroyed. The United 
States could not buy the steamers, bp- 
rause of tlio law requiring vessels that 
fly the American f.ag to be built here. 
iiut England is dependent on foreign 


countries for two-thirds of her food sup- 
ply. Her merchant marine service do 
Btroyed, how would tho necessaries of 
life be obtained? Here ia where the par- 
ticular interest of the United States 
comes in. The two great English speak- 
ing nations are bound together by no 
common tio. Great Britain draws CO 
per cent, of her supplies from this coun 
try; 80 per cent, of our surplus product 
goes to England. Not only would she 
be without food in case her merchant 
ships should leave the sea, but the United 
States would bo without a foreign mar 
ket. What then? Build a navy, says 
Mr. Soloy, and protect our own trade, 
Let us prepare a hundred fast going war 
ships, enough toiiatrol the seas, and pro- 
tect our wheat ships. Lot us build them 
at once and have them ready for need. 


rflunlcipai dus Works. 


Is it better for a town to own its. gat 


works? Mr. Branson Keeler discnDses 
his question in The Forum: 
In Europe it (s as common for cities to 


>wn gas plants as it is for thoui to be the 
owners of water works in America. 
Without exception, the result is favora- 
>le. Eight cities in the United States 
own their gas ['lants. Four of them are 
n Virginia—-Richmond, Danville, Alex- 
andria and Charlottesville. The others 
are 
Philadelphia, Bellefontaine, 0.; 


Wheeling, W. Va., and Henderson, Ky. 
Plie prices range from the highest, flAJ 
at Alexandria, to the lowest, at Wheel- 
ing, 75 cents per thousand cubic feet 


The gas works at Wheeling the writer 


considers a inoiel of excellence. What 


city can do with her own plant is well 


shown here. The municipal authorities 
xmght the gns works of Wheeling in 
1808 for §170,000. Gas was then $2.50 a 
thousand. From the profits, under city 
management, debts were paid and the 
works rebuilt with modern improve- 
ments without taxing the people a dollar. 
The plant is now worth half a million. 
The product has been lowered to seventy- 
five cents per thousand, and the streets, 
the markets, school and engine houses, 
all the public buildings and the Young 
Men's Christian association are lighted 
free of charge. 


Yet the Wheeling gas works in 1868 


turned into the city treasury a net profit 
of ^27,106. The Wheeling rate for gas 
is the lowest in the Union. It ia because 
the works are out of debt, and there are 
no dividends to pay to stockholders. 
With modern discove«i«s and impro-s*- 
ments the manufacture of gas is becom- 
ing constantly cheaper. The prediction is 
made that in a few years itcan be manu- 
factured to sell for 25 cents per thousand. 
Then, or even when it comes to be as 
low as 50 cents, it can be used for fuel 
the country over. 
Mr. Keeler find* 


there can be no euch thing as competing 
gas companies. Customers who do not 
like one company, in the nature of 
things, cannot change to .another, unless 
they move their houses. Moreover, a 
gas company never yet was started to 
compete honestly with another. The 
new company is always founded to 
blackmail the old company into purchas- 
ing it, just as a parallel railway line is 
constructed. 


The United States or Brazil. 


Of course European powers predict 


that the republic of Brazil cannot last. 
It is their policy. But perhaps it will. 
Evidently the Brazilian republicans in- 
tend to pattern, of ter tho United States. 
They have adopted our stars and stripesi 
wrought out in the green and gold which 
are the colors of Brazil, 


At any rate, whether the republic is 


there to s.tay or not, it was tho neatest 
revolution on record* The Brazilians are 
tBe most courteous people alive. They 
aro too polite to kill anybody. Therefore 
the revolutionists simply waited on the 
gentlemanly old emperor and informed 
him that his time was up. They would 
give him a handsome annuity for life, 
they would treat him with the utmost 
courtesy, but his time was up. 


Dom Pedro was fully as polite. He 


answered that he would go as soon as he 
could pack his wardrobe, and gave the 
committee assurance of hisdistinguished 
consideration. And go he did, leaving 
part of his jewelry behind him. He is 
now the world's most prominent case of 
royalty outof a situation. He will hove 
some company before the century is out. 
Queen Victoria has Invited him to visit 
her at Windsor. If he had been a da- 
posed president of a republic, he would 
have stayed out in the cold a long time 
before she would have done that. 


Yot it is a pity the revolutionists could 


not have allowed the emparor to serve 
his lifetime out. He was democratic to 
the heart's core. He had been the bitter 
and outspoken opponent of slavery. The 
country was a constitutional empire anc 
as free as Great Britain. In general, the 
government was like that of the United 
States. There were the two legislative 
houses, and the provinces had their own 
assemblies, like our state governments. 
The emperor had a veto power and his 
own council of state. Senators to the 
general government were elected for life 
This the republic will abolish. 


Suffrage was not universal under the 


empire. 
Universal suffrage has been 


proclaimed for the republic. Whatever 
could be done to promote education ant 
material advancement among his people 
Dom Pedro did. Braail has always been 
the most prosperous and serene of the 
South American countries. 


The interests of all nations are inter- 


twined. In case of serious trouble in 
Brazil, the world would 1)6 short on its 
coffee and india rubber crop.

Walking Clubs. 


How can nature take care of us if we 


never go to see hor? She cannot; that is 
plain. It is a thought that is at last be- 
ginning to percolate tlie brains of many 
town peoplo. We live and thrive by the 
workings of nature within us. Unless 
we go out now and then to sojourn be- 
neath the sun and sky, and to be ill touch 
with mother earth herself, wo can have 
no long continued well being of soul or 
body. 


Mindful of this, city and town people 


aro forming walking cluba. They take 
what they call cross country walks. A 
party of pleasant acquaintances, whose 
days are doomed to be spent behind 
desks and within walls, meet at an early 
hour of the morning at a designated spot 
and take a train to a station a few miles 
beyond city pavements. 
There they 


leave the cars and start on their walk. 
It is anywhere from ten to twenty miles 
long. Dinner is taken at some tpretty 
rustic inn, where cream, freeh eggs and 
milk arc plentiful. Sometimes a lunch 
is carried along. In every case the cross 
Country walkers provide abundantly for 
inward refreshments. 


Men and women both go in the walk- 


ing parties sometimes, though often 
each sex tries it alone. Sundays and 
holidays are chosen for tho walks usu- 
ally. The route is selected beforehand, 
sometimes on level roads, again in a 
liilly country. 
The walkers gain a 


knowledge of scenery and landscape, 
and health, gracefulness and good looks 
besides. 


Who wants the negro? A colored col- 


ony from the United States have been 
preparing to settle in Mexico. They ob- 
tained necessary concessions from the 
Mexican government, but the people of 
the vicinity made strong objections to 
having the colony in their neighborhood. 
Under the circumstances the best thing 
for the negro to do is to stay right where 
ho is, work hard at anything he can find 
till something better offers, try with all 
his might to educate himself and accu 
uaulato property, and be an honest, moral 
man.

Some are made up of both sexes, and 
these arc the pleasantest and moat prof- 
itable. Many are composed entirely of 
ladies, and of these it ia a good sign that 
such numbers of married women and 
even aged women belong totheni. These 
have found that there is no ago in intel 
lect. 


No neighborhood is too snyill or too 


poor to have a club of this kind. The 
pleasure and profit they give cannot be 
measured. Carefully followed up, th»j 
will in time transform an ignorant 
person into a thoroughly intelligent 
one. Tlie most generally 
profitable 


course of study for a club is one that fol- 
lows closely currofit events. When any- 
thing important happens in any quarter 
of the globe, immediately tlie current 
news club takes it up and learns all that is 
to be known concerning it. For instance, 
take the Brazilian revolution. One di- 
vision of the club would have as its as- 
signment the geography, physical and 
otherwise, of Brazil. Thisdivision would 
find out the situation, size, climate and 
products of Brazil, also what products 
come from that country to us, and what 
would bo the effect of stopping the ship- 
ments. 


Yet another section would look into 


the history of the country, another 
would investigate the people themselves 
their physical characteristics, manners 
and customs, while yet a fourth section 
would report the causes that led to the 
present revolution. At the club, after 
each committee 
had reported, there 


would be a general discussion of the sub- 
ject The method here outlined is one 
very commonly followed in the winter 
improvement clubs.

had from a careful reading of newspa- 
pers,

The Flower of Autumn. 


Thanksgiving tables will be adorned 


with the last flower that blooms out- 
doors in northern gardens, the crown of 
the fall season, the splendid chrysan- 
themum. The name signifies "gold 
flower," and it fits well the queen of 
autumn flowers. 


Tho annual chrysanthemum shows in 


all our large cities ha/e become import- 
ant events. They draw statesmen, poets, 
and fashionable beaut>s, and even hard- 
headed business men aro not ashamed to 
bo seen among chrysanthemum worship- 
ers. The flower's ualivo home is Uhina 
and Japan.' The first chrysanthemum 
bloomed in England in 1795. It was 
crimson in co]ar, but had a blossom only 
two inches across. When we look at the 
flowers in the chrysanthemum shows 
now, 
less than a hundred years later, we 


may seo how the plant has improved 
under the skillful manipulation of the 
florist. A single blossom is sometimes 
seven inches in diameter. 


The improvement is remarkable. There 


are now over 300 varieties, in' height 
from a few inches to five and six feet. 
A more gorgeous, dazzling sight cannot 
be witnessed than a great hall filled with 
blooming specimens of this, nature's 
farewell to us before she leaves us for 
the winter. If you havo any kind of 
garden plot, little or large, stock it well 
with chrysanthemums. 


Tho Chinese are so fond of this flower 


that with them it appears in architect- 
ural designs, like the acanthus in ancient 
Greece. 


An Agnostic's Funeral. 


Quite out of the common were the 


death and funeral of Policeman Augus- 
tus M. Do Nyse, of New York. He had 
been on the city police force eighteen 
years. In that time the city had no more 
brave or faithful guardian. 
His private 


character was above reproach. 
He was 


a, devoted and affectionate husband and 
father. But he felt no certainty of the 
immortality of the soul or his own fate 
after death. He simply did the best he 
knew how here, and trusted the rest to 
the infinite. 


He knew he was to die, but requested 


that there should be no religious services 
at his burial. He asked an old friend, 
Police Sergt. Tims, to say a few words, 
such as he might think appropriate, on 
the occasion. Sergt. Tims ia orthodox 
in faith, but he could not refuse his old 
friend's request. One nifjht at 11 o'clock 
Policeman De Nyse waked from a quiet 
sleep and sat up in bed with eyes wide 
open. 


"I hear two raps," he said. "That is 


the signal with which a roundsman calls 
the policeman from his beat." Then Po- 
liceman De Nyse fell back ujron his bed, 
dead. He had answered the signal. 


At his funeral his old friend Sergt. 


Tims said: 
• Augustus W. De Nyse was a simple, unassum 
{', unpretentious man. perfectly honest, per 
fectly true. He bated Imposture!. Etu loved truth 
for tbo sake of truth. He never crawled nor 
cringed nor cowered. He was not a hypocrite or 
r dissembler. These aro the features of his life- 
his comrades recognized. 


It Is well understood that De Nyso was not a 


practical Christian. He did not despise the Bible 
or Its teachings, but he did despise many of those 
who taught the Bible. He claimed that the 
hypocrisy of these people made the Bible of no 
effect. lie wosopposed to our prcsenteconornical 
system. He was a friend to poor people, and. 
•bore all things, bo bated tbe idea which, he said, 
many Christians put forth, that poverty itself was 
tbe result of a special providential dispensation. 
The religious people who declared that, be said, 
were In league with wicked men. 


Is tbere any question of the ultimate destiny of 


oucb a man? We have tbe assuraucu of St. Paul, 
whom De Nj-ae graatly admired, that be that 
doeth the law in hla ueart to a law uuto himself. 
In that assurance »e may rest. I know that De 
Nyse brought up hU boys to the way they should 
go. All esteemed him for uis worth and his man- 


a levaule disposition. 
.

Until 
recently one person in every thirty-three 
in Great Britain was a pauper. Now the 
tide has really turned tbe other way at 
last. 


A Swedish Idea. 


It is astonishing how many valuable 


ideas and people havo como to us from 
Sweden. From nn6 of the methods em- 
ployed in the education of children 
there, tbosu who ure *>iuleavoriiig to pro- 
mote manual training in American 
schools might obtain useful hints. 


Tho system is called "Sloyd." It fa- 


miliarizes children with wood working 
and the use of carpenter's tools. A child 
is brought to a carpenter's bench. Tools 
are shown to him, and he is instructed 
how to use them. Then a piece of wood 
is given to him, a pattern is laid before 
him, and he is told to make a wedge. It 
must be exactly of such a length and 
width. 
The cutting must all be done 


with a knife. Tho child's mistakes are 
corrected. He tries over and over again, 
and at last succeeds in making a wedge. 
Then some more difficult piece of carpeu- 
try work is given to him, am] he tries till 
he can make that properly. The finished 
pieces of work belong to the pupil. 


The object of tbe training is not to 


make a carpenter of the child, but to 
educate his hand and eyo. The method 
has worked like a charm in Sweden. So 
it has in America, in the few places 
where it has been tried. A new zest is 
given to the school au>:mg pupils who 
«;test it usually. All enjoy tho work as 
if it were play. The exorcise with plane 
and saw enlarge the chest and strengthen 
the muscles. 


It is becoming clear that manual train-

Bcarle was asked what the word meant He 
replied: "It is a Norwegian word, 1,200 years 
old at least. In those days, when the coasts of 
Norway were ravaged by pirates, the inhab- 
itants had to resort to all sorts of devices to 
warn those at a distance of the approach of 
these piratical craft. When one was seen oa 
the horizon a man went up to the top of a 
mountain, where he lighted a beacon fir-. 
This could be seau for a long distance, and 
was known to be a warning. When It ww 
seen in the distance another fire was lighted 
on another hill, until all over the country 
flres blazed from every hill top, and tbe peo- 
ple prepared to defend themselves. 


"They also had a system of messengers. 


The man who drst sighted the sail would take 
an arrow, and 'send it to his neighbors. From 
town -to town this arrow was sent until all 
were warned. These were rather primitive 
ways of telegraphing, but were so effectual 
that in the course of twenty-four hours all 
Norway knew of the approach of pirates. 
This system of spreaillus the news was called 
'Budstikken,1 and the word is extensively 
nsed as a name for newspapers in the old 
country."—St. Paul Globe.
